 Thatwhen divers pious and well affe&cd Perſons, 
had prepared 12.Shipps,and 6.Pinnaces, with a 1009, 
or more Land forces at their own Charge, by way of 
Adventure: for the ſervice of Ireland, and defired no- 
thing but a Commiffion from his Majeſty, to enable 
them thercunto. That Commſkan after twzce ſending 
to Yorke forthe ſame, and the Shipps lying ready to ſet 
layle, for three weekes together, atthe Charge of neere 
Three hundred pounds a day, was likewiſe denyed, 
and thoſe Adventurers ( rather then to loſe their ex- 
pcdition.) were conftrained to, goe, by yertue of an 
Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament,

- Thit althovgh the Lords Iuſtices'of 1ralantthave 
three moneths ſince ' earneſtly defired ro! have two 
peeces of battery ſent over, /as very neceſfarie for 
thar ſeryice, yer ſuch Commands are given to the 
Officers of the T6werthat none of his Mijeſties Ord- 
nance myſt bee ſ{entto favehis Majeſties Kingdome, 
That although, whileſt the Earle of Leiceſter ſtayed 
here ih the ſervice of the Parliament and in providing 
for his long expected voyage into Ireland, a Meſſage 
was fent to the Parliament from his Majeſtie tohaſten 
him away, and Letters were written tothe ſaid, Earle 
from his Majeſtic, that he ſhould make no ſtay. at 
Yorke for his diſpatch, but that his inſtructions ſhould 
be ready for him againſt he came. And althoug! ir is 
notoriouſly knowne, that the affaires. of /reland doe 
exceedingly ſuffer by wanting the perſonal! aſſiſtance 
of a Commander in Chiefe, to give both life and mov- 
tion to the Army therez Yet the ſaid Earle hath been 
ſtayed with his Majeſtiein the North a moneth and 
more, ant as yercan get no diſpatch; That notwirh- 
ſtanding the bleeding conditionof /reland, yer divers 
Commanders and Officers in pay, and in'actuall 1m- 
ployment there againſt the Rebels, have beene called 
away from thar importanr ſervice by the exprcſlc 
Command of his Majeſtic, as Charles Floyd Engineer, 
and Quiarter-maſter generall of the Army in Treland, 
and divers others, That Captaine Greeve Comptiol- 
lerof the Artillery, a man in pay, and principally 
employed and truſted here by the ſaid Lievrenanr of 
Treland; forthe providing and. ordering the trayne- of 
B. Artillery

- Artillery which was to be ſent to Dublin,and who had 
received great ſummes of money for that purpoſe 
was commanded from that imployment andtruſt to 
ſerve his Majeſtie in this moſt unnaturall Warre a- 
gainſt his loyall and beſt affeed people. Thar the 
Parliament having made great proviſion of clothes 
for the poore Souldicrs in reland for their preſent 
ſaccour, and ſending fixe hundred ſuites, part thereof 
towards Chefter the laſt weeke, the man that under- 
tooke the carriage of them one Pulliam Whitacker by 
name, was aſſiulted by his Majeſtics Cavaliers then 
lying about Coventry, who tooke away thoſe {tx hun- 
dred ſuites of clothes, and the Waggon and Horſes 
of the poore man, although they were told that the 
ſixe hundred ſuites of clcthes were for the Soul- 
diers in 7re/and, and notwithſtanding the poore Car- 
rier was five times with the Earle of Northampton to 
beggeareleaſe of his Waggon. That three hundred 
ſuites of clothes with a Chirurgeons Cheſt of Medi- 
caments being likewiſe ſent for Ireland by one Richard 
Omefield, who was employed by the Parliament to car- 
ry them to Cheftey, a Troope of his Majeſties Caya- 
liers under the command of one Captaine Middleton * 
met with them upon the: rode, 'and-tooke away the 
clothes and Chirurgeons Cheſt, together with the 
poore Carriers horſes and Waggon for his Majeſtics 
pretended ſervice here, That a. great number of 
Draught-horſes prepared by the Parliament for the 
Artillery, and baggage of the Iriſh Army were ſent 
to Cheſter for that purpoſe, and being there attending a

paſſage, are now required by his Majeſty, for his ſaid 
preſent ſervice in Ewglend. 
* That his Majeſties Forces are ſo quartered in and 
about the common Rodes to /ye/and,that neither mo- 
ney, clothes, viuals, or other proviſions can paſſe 
thither by Land with any ſafety. That Capraine Kee- 
tlebythe Admirall, and Sir Henry Stradling the Vice- 
Admirall of thoſe Ships which were dire&ed to lye 
upon the Coaſt of Ireland, to annoy the Rebels, and 
toprevent the bringing to them Ammunition and re- 
Fiefe from forraigne parts, are both called away from 
that imployment by his Majeſties Command,and by 
reaſon of their departure from the Coaſt of AMnnfter, 
to which they were deſigned, the Rebets. there have 
received Powder, Ammunition, and other relicfe 
from forraigne parts, 4 whichand- many other par- 
ticulars too long to relate, it may ſeeme, as if thoſe 
Barbarous Iriſh Rebels are kept on foor, and counte- 
nanced there of Defigne to aſfiſt the Northerne Ca- 
valiers, and according to the Earle of Straffords un- 
heard of advice to have an Army in Zreland, : with 
which his Majeſty may reducethis Kingdome, eſpe- 
cially conſidering thoſe confident Rebels have pre- 
 fymed very lately to ſend a Petition to his/ Majeſtie, 
intituling themſelves his Majeſtics'Catholique Sub - 
je&ts of yelend, and complaining of the Puritan. Par- 
liament of England, and defiring that ſince his Ma-- 
jeſtie comes not thitheraccording to their expeRati- 
on, that they may come into England tohis Majeſtic, 
which Petition we may juſtly fcare,is buta: Prologue:

- endeayour by all means polsible (with a due regard to 
the preſent eſtate of this Kingdome.) to ſupply and 
ſupport them in this their great: afflition notwith- 
ſtanding the malice and obſtructions of all oppoſers. 
That the, Houſe of Commons lively apprehending 
-rhe imminent danger of this Kingdom, 8 Eng chat 
whileſt they were ative here to ſubdue the Rebels of 
Ireland, there were Papiſts, Traitors and Delinquents 
more active in the North to conquer and deſtroy the 
Parliament and good people of England , thought it 
neceſlary to provide for the ſafety of both by prepa- 
ring a compeient Army for the defence of. King and 
Kingdom,8 although multitudes of welaffeed per- 
ſons had cheerfully brought in great ſtore of plate tor 
rhatpurpole, yet in regard the-plate could not be coy- 
ned w:th ſuch expedition, as the importance of the 
ſervice did require, and well knowing that one hun-

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ered thouſand pounds might for aſhoxt time-be bor- 
rowed out of the; Adyenturers money. for,; frelepd, 
withourany prejudice'to the. Aﬀaits;ofthar,. Kingdom 
(whoſe ſubſiſtence depends upon the welfare of this) 
and reſolving to make a reall , and ſpeedy repayment 
of what money ſhould be ſo borrowed did make this 
Order which that it may appeare to all the-World to 
be geither miſchievous, illegall,nor unjuſt (as his Ma- 

»jelty, by the inſtigation of thoſe malignant V Vhiſpe- 
rers is plealedtoterme-it ) .the houſe of Commons 
thought fit to recite it inhec verbs, and inſtead ob re- 
trafting the Order to repay the money with all poſſh- 
ble ſpeed. 


The thirtieth day of July, one thouſind fix hundred 
forty two; Tt is this day ordered-by the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, that the Treaſurers appointed 

to receive the Moneys come in upon the Subſcripti- 
ons for /reland, doe forthwith furniſh by way of loan, 
unto the Committee of the Lords and Commons, 
for the defence of the Kingdome, the ſumme of one 
hundred thouſand pounds tor the ſupply of the pub- 
lick neceſsity for the defence of the King, Parliament, 
and Kingdom upon the PRE faith ro be repaid du- 
ly and carefully within ſo ſhorta time, that it ſhall nor 
bediverted from the purpoſe, for which it was 1nten- 
ded,or any way fruſtrate the Ads already made in the 
behalf of that Adventure. By which order, and that 
which hath beeg here truly ſet down,it will eaſily ap- 


pear to all the indifferent geople of his Majefties three 
King-
